Russ Flank Threatened 


PETKOGRAD, Jan. 21.—German iorees have appeared 
in the 


rear of the Russian army which is advancing toward the Prussian 
border. They arc along the road from Plonsk, 40 miles northwest 
oi Warsaw, to Goslitza, thus being between the advancing Russian 
army and the Polish capital. So far as is known officially, compara- 
tively small bodies of Germans consisting of reconuoitcnng detach- 
ments, are in this locality. 


Austrian troops that were sent into Bukowina to stem the Rus- 


sian invasion of Hungary, are falling back toward Jacobini, but the 
lighting in that district is still without decisive result as the Austrians 
are offering fierce resistance. Dispatches from field headquarters 
state that the Russians hold the pass at Mount Colacul. 
The troops 


fighting in the mountainous districts of Bukowina are handicapped 
by the terrific cold and snowstorms. 


Kaiser Awaits Victory 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 21.—A private dispatch from Brussels to- 


day said that the Kaiser's phjsieian h-id ordered him to return to 
Berlin so that another operation on his throat could be performed. 
The Kaiser, it is said, refused to accede to the demands of his physi- 
cian and is said to have declared that he Avill not return to the Ger- 
man capital until his troops have scored an overwhelming victory. 


Allies In Conference

LONDON, Jan. 21.—Telegrams reaching here from Berlin record 


the arrival there of Archduke Charles Francis, the Austrian crown 
prince and Dr, Von Bethman-Bollwag, the German imperial chancel- 
lor, who are to be joined shortly by Baron Burian, the new Austro- 
Hungarian minister of foreign affairs, presumably for a conference 
regarding a plan of campaign against "Rvssia, as well as the adoption 
of suitable measures against the prospectn e entrance into the war 
of Italy and Rumania.

GENEVA, Jan. 21.—Ex-Khedive Abbas Hilmi uf Egypt, according 


to Vienna dispatches, is going to Berne to consult a specialist regard- 
ing a bullet wound in the jaw, received, it is stated, in a recent at- 
tempt on his life at Constantinople. The dispatches say that the 
wound has not healed and that this makes it impossible for him to 
I'ead the army, with which it is planned to invade Egypt, at the 
present time.

30 by a Britini cruiser, Thaboarding 
officers required him to continue on 
bis course convoyed by the cruiser 
for a day or two while the cargo was 
being searched for arms. 


Then the cruiser placed aboard the 


Greenbrier some additional British of- 
ficers, who hoisted the British flag, 
and a prize crew who navigated the 
bhlp; that, according to Captain Far- 
ley, she was damaged before she was 
brought into Kirkwall. 


There the Greenbrier remained for 


.three days, Captain Farley refusing 
to sail her further except under the 
American flag. The British authorities 
finally consented to the raising of the 
.American flag, and Captain Farley 
took his ship to L,eith, where a pilot 
was picked up and the Greenbrier 
was taken to her destination at Bre- 
men. 


The points upon which the state de- 


1 artment wants information are, first, 
why it was necessary to search the 
Greenbrier in yiew of the certificate 
issued by the British consul at New 
York. and,, second,, why a neutral 
merchant vessel was compelled 
to 


lower her flag -when under no known 
rule could she be regarded as a prize. 


TO ADJUST DISPUTES., 


Liberty of 


i* 
^ 
Press Upheld 


by Court 


Columbus, 0., Jan. 19.—A new 


definition was given the liberty 
of the press in Ohio when Judge 
E. B. Kinkead, in common pleas 
court today held constitutional 
the .statute enacted by the last leg 
islaturo which makes permissible 
the publication by the press of all 
matters of court record. 


Tho history-making 
decision 


was rendered in tHe case of sam- 
uel lleimlich, a, Cleveland attor- 
ney, who sought heavy damages 
From the Ohio State Journal and 
the Columbus Dispatch for " the 
publication of the substance of af- 
fidavits in a case in which Tleim- 
lich's name figured. 


Judge Kinkead sustained the 


defense of the 
two newspapers 


which filed answers alleging that 
they had published in a fair and 
importial manner a report of the 
news as set forth in the affidavits 
in which TTeimlch was 
charged 


with perjury in connection with 
alleged referendum frauds some 
months ago. The plea was made 
that such publication was privi- 
leged under the statute on libel, 
lleimlich's attorneys sought to 
have the statute declared uncon- 
stilional. 


Judge Kinkead's opinion is an! 


exhaustive review of the new, 
statute, as well as the eonstitu-J 
tional provisions affecting 
the 


liberty of tho press, the freedom 
of the courts and the right of 
publicity as given by the act of 
tho 
general assembly. The de- 


cision excited general entrest. 


The affect of the decision is to 


make priviledge, 
for the first 


tinio in the history of Ohio courts, 
a fair and 
impartial publication 


of the contents of any paper once 
field in court. Thi* privilege has 
heretofore boon denied by the su- 
preme court but with the act sus- 
tained as constitutional, a 
new 


definition is gi\en to the liberty 
of the press. 


Bartholdt Want* International Ccurt 


of Decrees Established. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Representa- 


tive Bartholdt >of Missouri introduced 
in the house a joint reso'ution pro- 
viding for the creation o£ an interna- 
tional court of decree and enforce 
ment for the adjustment of disputes 
between nations*. 
'The proposed agreement provides 
for the establishment, maintenance 
and control of such ci\il and armed 
forces on'!land and sea as the court 
may decrfete. Each signatory country 
would be'requirefl'to contribute in ac- 
cordance •frith its population to the 
support of both arrnj and navy. All 
governments now maintaining war 
'vessels would be required under the 
agreement to surrender them to the 
international coifrl, which could de- 
termine the riuniber required for the 
enforcement df 'it§ decrees and direct 
the dismantling 6f the remaining ves- 
sels. The'court 'would have power to 
make terms of peace binding on all 
the member countries affected. The 
resolution1 authorizes the president to 
initiate 
Negotiations 
through 
the 


usual' diplomatic/(fchannelB looking to 
the establishment of a system of in- 
ternational control based on the prin- 
ciples wh'ich it embodies. 


SUGAR BEET SOIL 


The Bureau of Soils of the U. S. 


Department o£ Agriculture has 
found that much of the soil in 
horthwestern Ohio, especially that 
in tho Maumce river valley is a 
typical sugar- beet soil. This soil 
was at one time swampy, but has 
been thoroly drained. It is well 
supplied with organic matter, re- 
mains moist throuout the growing 
season, does not become water 
logged, and is looseand friable 
AVhere the soil is slightly cal- 
careous, that is, contains a slight 
excess of lime, the beet crops are 
largest

Persia 


Remains 


Neutral 


Petrograd, Jan. 19.—That Per- 


sia should not be held account- 
able for her inability to prevent 
the Turks from menacing Russia, 
through violation of Persian neu- 
trality, was the assertion made to- 
day by Isaac Khan, Persian ^Min- 
ister to Russia, at one time Minis- 
ter to the United States, lie de- 
clared his country had placed her 
dependence upon foreign troops 
for protection. The Minister ex- 
plained the Pension situation as 
follows: 


"We solemnly declared our neu- 


trality and intended to adhereJLO 
that declaration. The integrity of 
our territory was granted tous by 
England and Russia. 


"Wo have protested against 


Turkish violation of our territory, 
and if Turkey continues'its inva- 
sion we shall continue to protest. 
At present, the Turkish garrison 
at Tabriz consists of little more 
Jhan two regiments, but it is pos- 
sible, even probable, that Turkey 
will send through our Province ol! 
Azerbaijan into the Caucasus a 
large number of troops, because 
our country is unfortified, and thp 
frontier between Russia and Per- 
sia is the only unfortified Russian 
frontier. 


"For this reason the use of our 


country by Turkey is an even 
more obrious expedient than was 
Germany's violation of Belgian 
neutrality, for Belgium could of- 
fer resistance, while we are unable 
TO do so. 
The Russian Govern- 


ment knows, however, that we are 
not culpable. 
Nearly all Kurds 


joined the invading army, but 
again we Werfr not blameworthy 
since we were lielpless because ivo 
lacked ar army. "'' 


"Certain Russian papers have 


demanded that we" expel from Te- 
heran the diplomatic representa- 
tives of Gerbany, Austria and 
Turkey. This we shall not do, be- 
cause it would constitute a breach 
of neutrality and would justify 
the Turks in treating us as a hos- 
tile country, whereas now we are 
perfectly sure, no matter what 
the result of the war, that Persia 
will remain independent." 


Minister Isaak said Persia hop- 


ed soon to succeed in forming an 
army, which it has been endeavor- 
ing to do siuce 1908, but hitherto 
unsuccessfully because of 
the 


country's poverty and lack of un- 
ited action by the various tribes.
